W ashington, Feb. 9.—The report of the 
special 
congressional 
cominttteo which 
Investigated the hazing of Cadet Booz 
at W est Point was submitted to the house 
ot representatives by the chairman. Rep­ 
resentative Dick, together with a bill mak­ 
ing stringent regulations against hazing, 
fighting and all brutal practices. 
The report Is an exhaustive review of 
the practice of hazing In all Its forms 
and while moderate In tone is nevertheless 
a stinging arraignment of the many al­ 
leged brutal practices enumerated. It spec­ 
ifies more than 100 distinct methods of an­ 
noying and harassing fourth class men 
and describes them In detail. One ot the 
"funny formations" described is that prac­ 
ticed on Philip Sheridan. Jr., who was 
compelled lo ride a brooinstlolt. "In mock­ 
ery of his illustrious father's achieve­ 
ment at Winchester." 
The report states that a system of fight­ 
ing has grown up which is shocking In 
Its character. 
The fights aro described 
and the committee states that the West 
Point coda Is more vicious 
than 
any 
Queensbcrry code. 
The committee held that fighting Is the 
worst form of hazing. 
The report say.s 
that such lighting as that at W est Point 
Is a felony according to the statutes In 
many of the states and the time has come 
when congress must decide whether flglits. 
which aro high crimes elsewhere, shall 


continue at W est Point. 
The committee finds th at Cadets Mac- 
Arthur, Breth and Burton were hasted into 
convulsions, others were hazed until they 
fainted, while others were hazed until 
they were sick. 
The hazing of Cadets Booz and Bretli 
are elaborately treated but the commit­ 
tee does not attribute their deaths directly 
to hazing. 
The report adds: 
“But while we cannot fix upon hazing 
the responsibility for these two deaths, 
the possibility that It hastened them and 
the blot It throws on the otherwise (air 
and gloHous .fame of the academy; Its 
conflict with proper training and dlscip- 
line, and unfitness in this new century, 
urges the adoption of reasonable, yet we 
believe effective measures for Its eradica­ 
tion and the promotion of discipline at 
the academy.” 
The bill submitted contains eleven sec­ 
tions against hazing and providSs means 
for its detection and punishment. 
Dis­ 
missal is provided for taking p art In » 
fight or challenge, dlreotly or indirectly, 
or for any form of &n(.oyance, harassing 
or bracing of cadets. 
Cadets dismissed 
are made Ineligible to appointment to the 
army, navy or marine cofps. Provision !» 
made for courts of inquiry, courts maftlal. 
closer association between offlcers and 
c ^ e ts and other means for oRcctually 
stopping the practice of hazing.

Pa., Feb. 9.—The five-story 
brick building a t Tw enty-third street 
and Allegheny 'Valley railroad, occupied 
by the A rm strong Bros.' cork factory, 
w as destroyed by Are today together 
with the foundry and machine shop of 
the Totten-H ogg Iron and Stael Co., on 
Tw enty-fourth 
street, adjoining the 
A rm strongs. 
The loss will reach al­ 
m ost $750,000, w ith Insurance covering 
the am ount fully. The loss of the A rm ­ 
strong com pany is $700,000. 
The con­ 
flagration was one of the m ost spec­ 
tacular seen in P ittsburg for a long 
time. The flames from the A rm strong 
factory, w here the fire orginated, spread 
with astonl.shlng 
rapidity, 
and 
five 
alarm s were sounded in quick succes­ 
sion, calling all th e engines in the lower 
city to the scene. 
G reat excitem ent prevailed because 
the employes of the cork factory, num ­ 
bering 1.500, wer« all at w ork and it 
w as .feared that m any of the girls and 
boys in the building wotild hot be able 
to escape. Fortunately, the several fire 
escapes and the firemen’s ladders pro­ 
vided ample means for the safety of all. 
In spite of the firemen’s good work the 
nam es jum ped across the street and 
ate their way into the 
Totten-H ogg 
foundtry and pail w aste the foundry 
and m aohlne ehopa before they could 
be cheoited, causing $60,000 dam age to 
this plant. 
The A rm strong cork factory was the 
largest plant of the kind In the country 
and the com pany h as offices In m ost of 
tba principal cities.

able m achinery w as destroyed, b u t the 
books an a papers in the oflices were 
saved.

wished m ight happen. 
The opposition of the Filipinos 
is not to the Catholic church, (p. 363) it is to the monastic 
orders. 
The form ation of th e K atipunan society in 1S91 
and the subsequent revolt w as based upon hatred of the 
friars and nothing else, (p. 404) but the people did not at­ 
tack the Catholic religion, they only attacked the religious 
orders—the friars. 
The second paragraph of the eighth article of the 
peace treaty w ith Spain declares th a t the cession by 
Spain of Puerto Rico. Guam and the Philippines can­ 
not im pair in any respect the property or rights which by 
law belong to the peaceful possession of property of all 
kinds . . . . civic or ecclesiastical bodies or other as­ 
sociations having legal capacity to acquire and possess 
property In the aforesaid territories.

the cause of great dissatisfaction in the islands and the 
ill feeling th a t it has transferred from the Spanish to the 
A m ericans has not been allayed by events in the islands 
since the treaty was signed. 
In the evidence before the 
first commission the w itnesses examined took the ground 
th a t the property held by the friars did not really belong 
to them , (p. 93) but was given to them by the people, not 
for th e friars tl jm selves, but for the 
w elfare 
of 
the 
givers’ souls and for purposes of education and other 
benefits to the people. W hen the United States took pos­ 
session of the Islands the people thought, (p. 363) th a t we 
should sim ply take possession of every bit of property 
owned by the friars and expel the friars from the Islands; 
and

they 
came 
to 
believe th a t we were in some way hand in hand w ith the 
church and w ith the m onastic orders, and th a t idea is 
fostered every tim e the report is sent out from M anila of 
any dealings w ith church property. 
The statements to which reference has been made are 
not a part of the official finding or conclusions of the com­ 
missioners, but they are extracted from the testimony 
of witnesses before the commission and the essential 
facts are abundantly corroborated. 
From them the following conclusions appear to be 
fsafely drawn; 


teaching of experience that it is not well to leave the head 
of the police departm ent in absolute control of its affairs, 
and there ought always to be power of supervision vested 
in mayor and coiincil. 
The passage of this bill would do a great deal of harm 
in the cities of the state and would benefit only those who 
are interested in establishing rings for purposes incon­ 
sistent with the public welfare. 


THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY.

ECAUSE the United States consented to 
a 
tem ­ 
porary arrangem ent or modus vivendi w ith Canada 
upon the Alaskan boundary, the president was bit­ 
terly criticised because he had given away valuable 
A merican territory for nothing. 
How groundless were 
such criticism s is shown by the recently filed report of tho 
joint commission appointed two years ago to survey this 
boundary line. 
The report of the commission, which is unanimous, 
gives an account of its work. 
It has “erected substantial 
m onum ents at frequent intervals along the lino described 
in the treaty with Russia, which they found to be clear in 
alm ost every case. 
There is nothing further to be done 
on this subject until both governm ents agree to a per­ 
m anent survey, for this was understood to be only tem ­ 
porary. 
It is probable, however, that its accuracy will 
never be questioned, and it probably will stand indefinitely 
as neither governm ent has good reason to be dissatisfied 
with tho conduct of its representatives or the decision of 
the commission. 
The United States gets 
about 
nine- 
tenths of the disputed territory, and Canada about one- 
tenth, but by the term s of the treaty ‘A mericans who live 
north of the line suffer no dim inution of the rights and 
privileges they now enjoy.’ 
••The Chilkoot and W hite passes are the actual or 
practical boundaries. 
The Canadians claimed the whole 
ot Lynn canal. 
The United States disputed their title, 
and asserted that the line ran around the head of that 
body of water. 
The new surveys not only justified the 
contention of this governm ent, but take 
the 
boundary 
twenty-five miles north of the canal, and above the canoe 
navagation.” 
It is to be hoped that the report of this commission 
will remove this vexatious boundary dispute from the 
domain of active 
international 
politics. 
The 
United 
States has no reason to feel dissatisfied w ith the result, 
and as the report of the commission was unanim ous, it is 
not probable that there will rem ain any basis for a fur­ 
ther claim on the part of Canada th at plain words do not 
imply their ordinary meaning. 


COLORADO AT THE WORLD’S FAIR. 
C 


OLORADO has no dollars to spend foolishly, and 
m ust even go w ithout m any things th a t it would 
be a positive advantage to secure. 
But there are 
some things th at are of such evident value th a t 
we feel as though we m ust have them, even if we have to 
go w ithout others to make them good. 
An example of such a thing, which while not a vital 
necessity, is certain to be of greatest benefit to the state, 
is the exhibit of our progress and resources th a t ought to 
be made at the Louisiana celebration in St. Louis in 1903. 
An im portant part of our state was once com prised in the 
Louisiana territory, and came into the national domain 
as a part of the purchase from the Em peror Napoleon. 
This fact should be a t least a sentim ental reason why 
Colorado should desire to have the exposition as m uch of 
a success as possible. 
But there is another and more practical reason, which 
is this: 
There is probalSy no portion of the United 
States at the present tim e whose natural resources have 
been so little developed in proportion to their actual value 
as have those of Colorado. 
Consequently there is no 
other state that may so profitably strive to direct the 
attention to itself of intending im m igrants and investors. 
There will be no better 
opportunity 
for 
advertising 
of th is sort in the next few years than w ill be afforded 
by the St. Louis exposition, and the state legislature a t the 
present session should see th a t proper provision is made 
for our representation there. 


of this reaction are doing it a real service. 
Ex-Presldent

The perform ance in good 
faith of the pledge embodied in the Republican platform 
to do everything consistent w ith their w elfare and our 
duties for the people of the Philippines, the scrupulous 
observance of our solem n promise to Cuba, ill-advised 
though th a t pledge may have been, and the preservation 
of our national character as friends of liberty throughout 
the world and invariable opponents of crim inal aggression 
are parts of our national policy th a t m ust not be forgotten 
or contravened. 


THE CUBAN BONDS. 
T 


H E OBLIGATIONS which Spain undertook to fix 
upon Cuba may be term ed Cuban bonds as a 
m atter of convenience, but an injustice is done 
if this term carries w ith it any suggestion th a t 
tho Cubans ought to pay them. 
These bonds were sold to get money to put down the 
Cuban revolt, and they were charged against Cuba by an 
act of additional tyranny. 
The capitalists •who bought 
them understood perfectly well th at Spain had no re­ 
sources for the paym ent of these bonds and th a t their 
redem ption by Cuba was dependent upon the defeat of the 
insurrection. 
The term s upon which the bonds were 
negotiated and the price th at was paid for them show 
very plainly th a t they w ere regarded as a doubtful in­ 
vestm ent. These bond buyers made them selves partners 
of Spain in the task of suppressing the Cuban revolt. 
They expected to profit if Spain was successful, and it is 
no more than right th a t they should suffer since she has 
been defeated. There is no more reason why Cuba should 
pay these bonds than th a t the United States should pay 
those of the confederacy. 
Cuba cannot repudiate these bonds in an y dishonor­ 
able sense, for th a t would imply an obligation th a t does 
not exist. W hat she ought to do very prom ptly is to take 
some action th a t will settle th eir status once for all, and 
make it impossible for dishonest lobbyists a t any tim e 
in the future to secure th eir indorsem ent by the Cuban 
congress. 
The existence ot these bonds undoubtedly consti­ 
tutes one of the dangers th a t threaten the new republic, 
and it would be a welcome relief to all friends of the 
island if they were finally disposed of. 


A COMMENDABLE CONSTITUTIONAL

ENATOR SELDOMRIDGE has offered an amendment 
to the constitution which the legislature should 
speedily adopt. It provides for an Increase of the 
bonded debt of the state of 12,394,483.78 to pay in 
full all outstanding warrants of the state, many of which 
have been treated in a manner to give us tha appearance 
of repudlationists of our regularly contract^4 indebted­ 
ness. 
Colorado is on the eve of the greatest prosperity which 
it has ever known, and it will work a loss to the state 
ot many times this two million dollars indebtedness to 
be placed in the attitude of attempting to repudiate one 
dollar of it. 
Senator Seldomridgc’s bill itemizes quite thoroughly 
the debts represented by these outstanding warrants. 
In another column of this morning’s Gazette will be 
found the bill in full. 
In almost every Instance the ac­ 
crued Interest amounts to almost as much as tlie princlpal, 
and these warrants draw from six to eight per cent. These 
debts must sooner or later be paid in fujl, and there is no 
excuse for not putting them in good business shape. 
The Seldomridge bill provides that the boi^ds. shall not 
draw over four per cent, interest, and that tjjey shall not 
be sold for less than par. The fact Is that they can be sold 
at a good premium and It will probably not he necessary 
to pay over three per cent. Interest. In lnterest!alone the 
state will save about ?75,000 annually, besides :'s|’(ilng an 
inestimable amount in financial credit and reputation. 
If the present legislature will content itself'^ith put­ 
ting the finances of the state in first class business shape 
and providing for sulBcient revenue« by fair taxation to

F T E R A CAREFUL debate the lower house of the 
Colorado assem bly by a vote of nearly two to 
one, passed the bill restoring the death penalty 
for m urder in Colorado and providing for its 
execution by m eans of electricity. 
The debate was an interesting one and creditable 
to all concerned. 
A strong argum ent w as m ade by those 
who favor the present system , and every fact th a t could 
be presented in opposition to capital ptinlshm ent was 
brought forw ard in its most im pressive form. 
On the 
other hand the advocates of restoration were n o t less 
forceful in debate and they had the advantage of a strong 
popular sentim ent grow ing out of recent occurrences in 
this state. 
Ju st before tho taking of the final vote Mr, Stubbs, 
the au th o r of the bill, reviewed the argum ents for and 
against it, and summed up the balance In its favor. 
The 
opponents of capital punishm ent alleged th a t the object 
of punishm ent should be the reform and not the extinction 
of the crim inal, th at the death penalty did not prevent 
m urder or lynching, th a t the execution of a crim inal is 
nothing else than legal m urder for which the citizens ot 
the state are Individually responsible, and th a t the possi­ 
bility of th e execution of an innocent m an is sufflclent to 
debar the state from the infliction of death upon the 
guilty. 
On the other hand It w as stated th a t the general 
custom and sentim ent of m ankind have been and are in 
favor of the death penalty, the states not infiicting it be­ 
ing the exception and not the rule, and there being no 
evidence to show th a t they are any m ore advanced, intel­ 
ligent or m oral than the others; th a t death Is the only 
possible approach to an adequate 
penalty 
for 
wilful 
m urder; 
th a t judge and ju ry m ay safely be trusted 
to prevent Its Infliction in any case w here there is tho 
least doubt of absolute guilt; th a t society has the un­ 
doubted rig h t of self protection against the crim inal 
extending even to tho taking of his life; 
th a t while 
capital punishm ent may not prevent m urder and lynch­ 
ing it certainly does tend to decrease them , and it gives 
the law an advantage over the lynchers th a t it does 
not othenvlse possess; 
th at the practical alternative is 
between capital punishm ent by the state and capital pun­ 
ishm ent by tho mob; 
and th a t actual experience has 
dem onstrated th at any other form of punishm ent Is in ­ 
sufficient, uncertain and destructive of proper respect for 
the law am ong all classes of citizens. 
The conclusion reached by the house Is, we believe, 
the one th a t would be reached by any representative body 
of fair minded and unprejudiced men who had exam ined 
the subject carefully and intelligently, and if the state 
senators will pursue a sim ilar course we believe that 
they will reach the sam e result. 


THE NAVY AND THE SHIPBUILDERS. 
T' 


H E IN FLUENCE of w arship contracts on A m eri­ 
can shipbuilding Is shown by the recent case of 
the Moran Bros, of Seattle. 
T hirteen years ago 
this firm were boat cobblers on Puget sound and 
the entire m achinery of their plant is said to have con­ 
sisted of shipw ays for hauling flat bottomed craft out of 
the w ater, some rope, a winze and an old blind mule. 
The firm prospered in business, nevertheless, and some 
weeks ago they made a bid to construct a new battleship 
for $4,400,000. This w as $400,000 m ore than the m axim um 
allowed by congress, but the departm ent w ishing to en- 
covirage naval construction in the far northw est, instead 
of rejecting the bid altogether called the attention of the 
firm to th e fact th at they w ere above the lim it. The en­ 
terprising shipbuilders reduced th eir bid $200,000 and se­ 
cured a cash subscription of an equal am ount from the 
citizens of Seattle, and the bargain was closed w ith the 
naval authorities. 
The result is th a t the United States 
will get as good a ship as could be built elsewhere for 
the price, for the quality will be secured by the govern­ 
m ent inspectors, Seattle will 
profit 
by 
the 
business 
brought there and the country will be the better off by" a 
shipyard capable of constructing the m ost expensive kind 
of steel ships. 
There is no doubt th a t a great deal of good has been 
done to the general interests of A m erican shipbuilders 
through the influence ot the contracts for the building o£ 
battleships and cruisers. 
W hen the new navy was begun 
this country had no plants capable of doing th is w ork 
and the plans for the first sm all vessels had to be Im­ 
ported from Europe. Now our vessels are the equal of any 
In the w orld and we are receiving frequent orders from 
foreign governm ents. 
Not only th a t but the skill, the 
experience and the m achinery th a t have been developed 
by these naval contracts have been of the highest value 
in advancing the ability of shipbuilders in other w ork, 
and we are certainly in far better condition to com pete 
w ith E uropean builders of m erchant steam ships than we 
were tw enty years ago. 
It is the belief of m any persons who have carefully 
studied the subject th a t a great deal of good m ight be 
accomplished If national aid could be furnished In a more 
direct w ay to Am erican shipbuilders, and this is th e ob­ 
ject of the ship subsidy bill which is now having such a 
storm y experience in congress. 
W ithout discussing in 
detail the m erits of th a t particular m easure. It is safe to 
say th a t its object is one which ought to commend it­ 
self to the people of the country, it is in harm ony w ith the 
general principle of protection, and such incidents as the 
one alluded to, of the Moran Bros., lead to the belief th a t 
it would accomplish much tow ards building up the one 
great Industry in which our country seem s to be deficient. 


CUBAN INDEPENDENCE. 
I 


T IS THE BELIEF of many of those who are most fa­ 
miliar with the conditions, that the experiment of 
Cuban independence will be a disastrous one. 
Nevertheless, the experiment must be tried, no 
matter what may be the cost to Cuba or the risk to the 
United States, and this must be done because the people 
of the United Stales, acting through their representatives 
in congress, have given their solemn and unmistakable 
pledge that it shall be done. 
There are an endless number of reasons which may 
be alleged why the United States should break its formal 
word to the Cubans, and some of them are very weighty 
and pertinent ones. But there is that in American char­ 
acter which makes a pledge of the nation a sacred obliga­ 
tion that is not to be trifled with. 
That the pledge to establish Cuban independence was 
a mistake, there is too much reason to believe. That it 
was intended to embarrass the Republican administration 
and to encumber It with the odium of a settlement that 
is opposed to our interests as well as the interests of the 
Cubans, is asserted by many Americans. But the pledge 
exists, and no amount of argument or sophistry is suf­ 
flclent to remove it from the record. 
National honor requires that this pledge should be 
kept and that It should be kept honorably and generously. 
Our own national self respect as well as our standing be­ 
fore the nations of the world requires that this shall be 
done, and our confidence in the sincerity and honesty of 
the American people inspires the belief that it will be 
done.

Cu'ban B onds an d C uban P olitics, 
(Philadelphia Inquirer.) 
It is reported, though not yet au ­ 
thoritatively, that the president-intends 
to call congress together In ex tra ses­ 
sion for the purpose of taking action 
upon the Cuban constitution and for 
other reasons. 
If tho story could be 
told of the financial Intrigues by which 
the organization of a Cuban republic 
has been promoted and by which the 
construction of a Cuban constitution 
has been influenced, it would make an 
interesting and instructive chapter of 
contem porary history. 
It is unques­ 
tionable th a t m uch of the m ost fer­ 
vent advocacy of Cuban Independence 
has been promoted by financial con­ 
siderations and there is no less doubt 
that such considerations inspire some 
of those v,’iio are now m ost insistent 
upon the erection of the Republic of 
Cuba Into an absolute sovereignty. 
We don’t know, the chances are th a t

the 
struggle against Spain; b u t there Is 
no question th a t the sum Involved is 
very considerable. 
These bonds were, 
of course, m arketed a t a ruinous dis­ 
count and taking one issue w ith anoth­ 
er th'iy are now selling a t the rate 
of ten cents on the dollar. 
B ut sup­ 
pose th a t a Cuban governm ent were 
created, having the power and 
the 
will to recognize the validity of those 
bonds an d prepared to m ortgage the 
resources of the Island for th eir pay­ 
ment. Is It not clear th a t the presene 
holders would realize a profit suffic­ 
iently considerable to make, th e m outh 
of the m ost rapacious speculator w ater? 
W hen congress begins Its exam ina­ 
tion of the Cuban constitution this is 
a m atter which it will have to look 
out for. There is a clause in th a t con­ 
stitution w'hich Is intended to cut out 
the holders of any bonds Issued by 
Spain on the credit of the Cuban rev­ 
enues, but the sam e clause is so fram ed 
as to le t in the bonds Issued by all 
the various Cuban ju n tas under whose 
direction the conflict for independence 
w as' conducted.

It has been construed t o m e a n th a t the 
whole volume of bonds Issued by Cu­ 
ban ju n tas during th e-p ast th irty years 
Is to-be saddled upon the.C uban.peo­ 
ple.

THE SENATE DISCUSSED

Mr. Jones (Ar.k.) contended that In 
the Interest of this country and Its meat 
Industries all the meat products export- 
ed ought to be carefully inspected and 
branded, 'in order that the countries to 
which the products were sent might be 
assured of their genuineness. 
Mr. Pettigrew called attention to the 
paragraph relating to "live horses and 
the products and carcasses and pro- 
ducts thereof," and Inquired 
If 
the 


United States was packing and ship- 
ping abroad horse meat. 
Mr. Money, a member of tha commit- 
tee on agriculture, replied that horse 
meat was being shipped abroad to the 
Scandinavian countries. 
Epicures of 


those countries, he said, regarded horse; 
moat as a delicacy—quite as much of u, 
delicacy, as smoked reindeer meat, 
which it closely resembled In appear- 
ance and taste. 


Mr. Pettigrew insisted upon knowing 


whether the horse meat was exported 
under a brand showing that it wa» 
horse meat, and not smoked reindeer, 
for Instance. 


Mr. Proctor replied that the secretary 


of agriculture had explained to tha 
committee that It was shipped as horse 
meat and that those who received It 
understood perfectly what they were 
getting. 


The last two hours of the session wero 
devoted to an amendment of the com- 
mittee conferring upon the secretary of 
agriculture authority to inspect and! 
analyze foods, drugs or.liquors import- 
ed from other countries for the purpoaa 
of ascertaining whether they ara so 
adulterated as to be deleterious to 
health; and If found to be so, authoris- 
ing the secretary of the treasury to 
seize the goods at the request of the 
secretary of agriculture and refuse to 
deliver them to the consignee. 


Without completing the bill, the sen* 
ate, at 5:65 p. m., adjourned.

ively attended by the master of the 
horse, the lord'steward and the lords 
and ladles in waiting, followed by the 
pages of honor, the captain of the yeo- 
men of the guard, gold stick, the cap- 
tain of the gentlemen of arms; silver 
stick in waiting, the Held officers In 
waiting, with officers,' gentlemen at 
arms and yeomen of the guard closing 
the procession. 
After the king Is robed he, with tho 


Duke qf Devonshire, (Lord president of 
the Council) carrying 
the 
imperial 


crown, will advance to the house of 
peers, the cap of maintenance being; 
borne before the king, on the right 
hand of the sword of state.

A Dozen Addresses From the Plat- 


form of a Train. 


A 'TRIUMPHAL , TRIP; IN IOWA 


The Kansas Joint Smasher Followed 
by a Crowd of 5,000 People Through 


Streets of Des Moines. 


Des Moines, la., Feb. 0.—Mrs. Na- 


tibn's tour through the western part 
of the state this forenoon took on n 
new feature and was a triumphal one 
to the Kansas saloon-smasher. She 
made a dozen addresses from the plat- 
form of a Rock Island passenger train 
to as many crowds in the towns she 
passed through to come to Des Moines 
to deliver a lecture.

"There's a man that needs a saloon, 
smasher all right;: I can tell him by 
his looks. Come up here, my friend, 
and shake hands with Carrie Nation- 
don't be afraid." 


The crowd roared but the man simply 
reddened in the face and refused to 
budge. 


"You are one of the smashed," cried 
Mrs. •'Nation. "I guess I'll have to go 
out there after you." 
• The crowd gave way, but Mrs. Nation 
simply laughed and the man sulked. 
• "We've got a couple of Joints here In 
town," cried another man. "Smash 
•em,, smash "em!" cried Mrs. Nation. 
' At Des Moines there were fully 5,000 
•people -cheering and yelling at the sta- 
tion when the train pulled in. As Mrs. 


Nation .walked out of the car and got 
a glimpse of the vast throng she broke 
loose In childish glee, saying: 
"Just look at it; Just look at the 
dears; may Hod bless every one." 


After half an hour's work on the part 


of the police a wny was made through 
the crowd for Mrs. Nation to reach a. 
carriage" which had been provided. 
Once Inside the carriage the clamor for 
a shake of her hand was too great and 
the saloon smasher stepped out of the 
carriage and clinging to the swinging 
door with one liand frantically grasped 
tho outstretched 
hands 
with 
the 


other, and crying: "God bless you, 
here's a saloon smasher. 
God bless 
you." After the reception, which lasted 
fully 15 minutes the crowd was forced 
back and the carriage moved up to the 
Sablne house, the only prominent hotel 
in the city without a bar. Here Mrs. 
Nation received many hundreds, shak- 
ing hands and giving all her blessings. 


By this time the enthusiasm had been 
worked up to n high degree and Mrs. 
Nation was urged to make a tour of 
the saloons. This she agreed to do, and 
at 3:30 o'clock, accompanied by two city 
detectives, detailed by the chief of po- 
lice, called upon four saloonkeepers In 
their places of business. She was fol- 
lowed by an enormous crowd, reaching 
as high as B.OOO. When the bar of the 
Kirkwood hotel was reached, the chief 
of police held a hasty consultation with 
his lieutenants and concluded to stop 
the crusade, which was accomplished 
without objection on the part of Mrs. 
Nation.

their own happiness, and the people, 
wishing to get peace, In the most ap- 
propriate way, may organize the new 
constitution of our country by Industry, 
agriculture, and commerce, by which 
they may enter Into the true era of lib- 
erty and prosperity, to which, certainly, 
ire shall soon come. 


"For this we have the dear wish to 
propagate the Idea of peace. We do not 
wish an egotistical grouping of poli- 
ticians, but we desire a reunion of all 
Filipinos who honestly wish for peace 
anrt are disposed to work for it. 
"Our aspirations appear clear and 


are practically enunciated in our plat- 
form, and we will endeavor to sustain 
t as Filipinos who have for our hap- 
piness and, consequently for our coun- 
ry, the greatest liberty and for the 
future the absolute application of the 
American constitution, with all the 
rights that are enjoyed by each city of 
the great republican federation. 
"For thin, we call ourselves federal, be- 
:ausc. under American .sovereignty, the 
most just and unanimous aspiration of 
he Filipinos will bo to form a part of the 
cdcrallon and be constituted a sovereign, 
ree state In the same form us exists In 
he United States. 
"Consequently, with these principles to 


guide us, It Is not required to determine

Great Britain's Position Among the 


Nations Most Satisfactory. 


THE 
KAISER'S 
LEADERSHIP 


He is Regarded :as the Dominating 


Factor in European Politics 


at the Present Time. 


London, Feb. 9.— A comprehensive 


view of the international situation re- 
veals only continued prospects 
for 


peace and harmony. From a British 
standpoint Queen Victoria's death ap- 
pears to have strengthened rather than 
weakened Great 
Britain's 
position 


among the nations. A sufficient time 
has elapsed since Victoria ceased to 
reign for the foreign office to feel the 
political pulse of the'capltols of Europe 
and the brief examination, commenced 
In no spirit of cock-sureness, resulted 
in a feeling of satisfaction and security 
at Downing street. 
. The foremost factor In this naturally 
is Emperor 
William's attitude. Re- 
sponsible officials here make no attempt 
to conceal their elation at the clrcum- 
itances attendant upon his majesty's 
visit. They do not shut their eyes at 
the dissatisfaction 
the emperor has 


caused among certain sections of his 
subjects but rely Implicitly on the Im- 
perious force of Germany's ruler 
to 


successfully overcome the international 
opposition engendered. Closer relations 
undoubtedly now exist between Great 
Britain and Germany. Lord Salisbury 
and Lord Lansdowne are quite prepared 
to hear Count von Buelow, the Imperial 
chancellor satirically belittle the effect 
of 
Emperor William's visit, but In 


Downing street this will be taken as 
meant purely for home consumption 
and merely as evidence of the skillful 
hand of the emperor. 
The alliance between Great Britain 
and Portugal scarcely needed the visit 
of King Charles to make It stronger. 
Yet the continued stay here of that 
ruler is believed to be likely to bring 
Portugal and Great Britain In closer 
touch, thus rendering easier the work 
of their respective governments. So far 
as the diplomatic phase goes, the Asso- 
ciated Press Is officially informed that 
nothing new has resulted from the king 
of Portugal's stay in London. Tho mu- 
tual responsibilities In connection with 
Delagoa bay were too well known pre- 
viously to need further discussion. 
Thus Portugal, Germany and Great 
Britain are believed to be more closely 
united than ever in their history- 
united by a compact that, In the opinion 
of leading British statesmen, Is strong- 
er than even the drelbund, which is 
yearly becoming more of a tradition 
than a working agreement. 
| The only feature of the recent Inter- 
national happenings regretted at Down- 
ing street Is the emperor's decoration of 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts with the 
Order of the Black Eagle. It Is thought 
his majesty went almost too far, In view 
of the hostile comments the German

celleries; but so Car as It goes li Is 
believed that King Edward VII's per- 
sonality will tend to improve Its degree 
of potency. 


More Important to some cabinet min- 
isters than the European situation Is a 
belief that an agreement on the NIc 
araguan canal dispute can be arrived 
at without the slightest friction. AsldO 
from China this was the only cloud on 
Great Britain's diplomatic horizon pre- 
vious to the queen's death. Now it Is 
hoped that It will disappear. 
The exclusive announcement by the 
Associated Press yesterday that Great 
Britain Is about to ma^e counter pro- 
posals to the United States on the basis

SNOW IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, Feb. 9.—Seven inches of 
snow fell In Chicago. during the storm 
which started yesterday afternoon and 
which raged until this morning, result- 
ing In an almost complete tie-up of 
many o! the cross-town car lines, and 
seriously interrupting the suburban 
train service pn all roads. So blinding 
was the fine snow driven by a northeast 
wind which at times reached a velocity 
of over 40 miles an Hour, that many ac- 
cidents resulted. One man was'killed 
and another fatally Injured as a result 
of the storm. Andrew J. Swltzer, a 
railway switchman, was run down and 
Instantly killed by a Grand Trunk en- 
gine. Swltzer was facing the storm and 
did not hear the bell. Alvln Carlson 
was also run down Arid Badly mangled 
while Inspecting air brakes on a Lake 
Shore passenger 
train, the howling 


wind drowning the sound of the start- 
ing whistle. 


On the South Side elevated railway a 
collision occurred on a curve at Sixty- 
third street, which derailed two cars 
and caused a panic arnbns the pass- 
engers, but which resulted

to no one. 
The storm was general over the west 
and southwest and trains on all roads 
centering In Chicago were from- fifteen 
minutes to two hours late.

When the diplomatic and consular 


bill was taken up, Mr. Mlera (Ind) was.

He severely criticised 
the policy which "denied to the Insular 
possessions those blessings Under the 
Constitution which had been held out 
.o them." Mr. Meier also dealt with 
:he power ot concentrated wealth and 
the domination of trusts. 
Mr. Brown (Ohio)

speech urg|rig that.congress should now 
give definite assurance to the Filipinos 
as to the purposes of this government; 
He advocated the. speedy adoption of a

The report Is an exhaustive review of 
the practice of hazing in all Its forms 
and while moderate In ton,e Is nevertheless' 
a stinging arraignment of the many'al- 
eg<d brutal practices enumerated. It spec- 
Iflei more than 100 distinct methods of an- 
noying arid harassing fourth class men 
arid describes them in detail. One of the 
'funny formations" described is that prac-' 
tlced on Philip Sheridan; Jr., who was 
compelled to ride a broomsttcK, "in mock- 
ery of his Illustrious father's aeh.leve- 
ment at Winchester." 
The report states that a system of flght- 


jne has grown up which is shookln* In 
Its character. The fights aro described 
and the committee states that the West

Emma Tornblad was a young Swede 


She was 
a photograph retoucher arid worked for 
Emery, the photographer, at the time 
ot her disappearance. It appears that 
she had been going with a young man 
who was at the time,employed at the 
Santa Fe freight depot and of whom 
she became deeply 
enamored; 
The 


young fellow led her to /suppose that 
he was unmarried, but later It devel- 
oped that he had a wife and was merely 
enjoying himself flirting with the girl 
while his wife was away. When the 
girl found this out she became very 
despondent and declared that she wa? 


going to commit 
suicide. 
She was 
stopping, at the time, at the Spauldlng 
house and those who were connected 
with the hotel tried to dissuade her 
from her gloomy reflections. She was 
somewhat addicted to morphine and 
kept some of it In her room all tho 
time. The hotel people were afraid she 
\yoiild commit suicide in-the hotel and 
extracted a promise from*her not to do 
BO. At first she threatened to use the 
morphine to end her life, but later she 
said she would not do It In the house. 
She said there was a place In Cheyenne 
canon •where she could go and no one 
would ever find her. 
Shortly after making this remark she 


left the hotel and began rooming In a 
private house. Soon after the change 
she suddenly disappeared. As soon as 
her disappearance was announced, the 
hotel people recalled her words about 
the canon; and Investigation showed 
that she 'had gone to South Cheyenne 
cation the afternoon of her disappear- 
ance and .MIS. last seen in the. neigh- 
borhood of the Pillars of Hercules, a. 
short distance above the .toll gate. A 
searching- party was immediately or- 
ganized: and a body of men searched 
Cheyenne mountain and the canons all 
day and night, but could find no traces 
of the missing'girl. Nothing has ever 
.bean heard of her since and It was 
generally believed that sho spoke the 
truth when she said she would go to a 
place In the canon where no one would 
ever find her. 


Her disappearance occurred in May, 
1894, and since that time no one has 
heard of her. Word was sent by the 
police and sheriff's office to all points 
where It was thought she could have 
gone, but no trace of her was found. 
If the skeleton found In the canons Is 
her skeleton, the mystery Is solved, but 
It will probably be hard to find any- 
thing about 
the bones, 
after seven 
years, by which to, Identify the-girl. 
When she left she took no money with 
heri Her .brother came to this city as 
son an:he. heard of her disappearance 
but left without finding any trace of

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A TRAGEDY 


NEAR ASPEN 


Denver, Feb. 9.—A . special to tho 


Republican from Aspen, Colo., says: 


The mystery surrounding the deatjft 


of Rufus Sarsen, found by his son Fri- 
day forenoon about six miles above 
Aspen on the Roaring Fork river, 
seems to bo pretty well cleared up. 
As related yesterday, Sarsen's horse, 
with harness on but without sleigh, re. 
turned to Aspen. Friday morning Sar- 
sen's son found him lying across the 
shafts of his sleigh with a gash In his 
neck from which he had apparently 
bled to death. The general opinion at 
first was that the death had resulted, 
from a kick of a. horse. 
It developed that Sarsen was accom- 
panied on his trip up the river by Chas, 
Brady, who had been a partner In a 
log-cutting 
contract 
With 
Sarsen, 
Henry C. Rogers, a saw-mlll man, had 
seen and talked with the men not far 
from where the body. of Sarsen was 
found. Both men had liquor with them 
and had .been drinking. While Sarsen 
was talking with Rogers, Brady got In 
the sleigh and drove off up the river. 
Sar.scn was somewhat angered at this 
and made some threatening remarks as 
he started off after Brady. This waa 
tho last seen of either man alive. 


At 4 o'clock this afternoon the dead 
body of Charles Brady was found in 
the timber on Castle creek, less than 
half a mile west of Aspen. When Dis- 
covered the body was lying across a 
46-70 Winchester rifle with the whole 
top of his head shot away 'from what 
was undoubtedly a self-lnfllctedrwound. 
It Is believed that In a Quarrel between 
the' two'men Thursday. Brady had 
drawn "a knife and slashed Ills friend 
and partner and that In a fit of re- 
morse he had come to Aspen, procured 
jils rifle and turned it against himself.

ROBERT W. STEELE 


DIED YESTERDAY 


The First or Provisional Governor of 


Colorado, Passed Away at a Good 


Old Age^-Double Funeral 


Today. 


(From Friday's Daily.) 


At th» advanced age of 81 years, after 


a life of service to hla state and fellow 
men, there quietly passed away In this 
city early yesterday morning one of 
the chief characters |n the early history 
of the state of Colorado. Robert W. 
Steele, who was the first provisional 
governor of the territory o£ Jefferson, 
now the state of Colorado, died at his 
residence in this city, 128 North Weber 
street, 
at 4:30 yesterday 
morning. 


Death was due to the effects of a severe 
attack of la grippe on a system, which 
had been weakened by old age. 
A' touching feature of the death of 
the late Mr. Steele was the fact that he 
went to his final rest and reward two 
days after his aged wife passed Into 
the beyond. Mrs. Steeles death, which 
was chronicled 
In the 
Gazette 
on 
Wednesday, came after yenra of suffer- 
ing with rheumatism and Was, hastened 
by the effects of la grippe. 
At the 
time, her husband was so ill that it 
was not deemed wise to tell him of his 
wife's death and he finally passed away 
unconscious of the fact that his wife 
had preceded him Into the great be- 
yond. Mrs. Steele was 80 years of age, 
and a great part of her life had been 
spent with her husband In this state. 
She,' us well as her husband, was a 
pioneer of the earliest years and saw 
Colorado through its darkest days. 
The funeral of Mrs. Steele was to 
have occurred yesterday afternoon, but 
owing to the death of Mr. Steele It was 
postponed and this afternoon a double 
funeral will be held from the late resi- 
dence, and the two pioneers will be laid 
to rest side by side at the same time. 
The service will occur at 2 o'clock and 
will be conducted by Rev. W. H. W. 
Boyle, D. D. It Is expected that a large 
number of the pioneers of the state will 
be down from 
Denver. 
Mr. E. A. 
Wllloughby, secretary 
of the State 
Pioneer association, has sent word that 
he will be here and expects that a 
number of others will come with him. 
All the pioneers of this city, Colorado 
City and Manltou will attend and the 
pall-bearers will be those who labored 
with Mr. Steele in bringing order out 
of chaos In this state In the early '60s. 
' History of Els Life. 


The late Robert W. Steele was a 
pioneer of three states. He was born 
near Chllllcothe, Ross county., O., Jan. 
14, 1820. • In 1845 he moved to Iowa and 
resided In Falrfleld and Indlanola In 
that state. 'In 1866 he again moved 
westward and this time settled In Ne- 
braska. 
He 
became 
prominent 


In 
the affairs 
of 
that 
, terri- 
tory and was it member of the Ne- 
braska.territorial legislature during the 
term of 1857-1858. In April of 1869 he 
moved from Florence, Neb., to what la 
now Colorado, and setled In Denver 
and during that .summer spent a con-' 
slderable part of the time engaged In 
mining operations in what is now Gil- 
pln county. 
. 
He was readily recognized as a lead- 
er and a man of executive ability and 
when the people of this state, who were 
then attached to the territory of Kan- 
sas, felt the^rieed of some government 
more near at home and established a 
separate territorial government, Robert 
W. Bteele was elected Its governor. In 
the establishment of the new govern- 
ment, which was provisional In that It 
was not officially recognized, the people 
of this section of the west styled .the 
country the "Territory of Jefferson." 
This government lasted for fcwp. years, 
or until the territory of Colb'rido was 
established by congress. 
Mi*. 
Steele 
was elected for a term of one year and' 


I at Its close he Issued a call for another 
I election. Although the provisional gov- 
ernment was split up by factional feel- 
Ing and there were many opposed to 
this form of government Mr. Steele was 


I re-elected governor by the vote of all 
factions and held that office until his 
successor. Governor Gllpln, the first 
territorial governor of Colorado, took 
his office In June of 1861. 


There are two features of Mr. Steele's 
administration which stand out In the 
history of the state. His Inaugural nd- 
dress was a thoughtful and masterly 
proclamation, and the histories ot the 
state record that the legislature paid 
respectful attention to the suggestions 
contained In It. It has since been con- 
sidered prophetic, for Mr. Steele pre- 
dicted the day when this state should 
produce gold, silver, lead, Iron 
and 
coal and yield fruits and grain. At the 
time It was considered highly visionary 
but time has proved tho truth of tho 
predictions. At the close of his admin- 
istration Mr. Steele made a proclama- 
tion, which has often been commented 
upon by the old timers. In turning over 
the reins of government to his succes- 
sor he issued a proclamation to all of- 
ficers appointed by him to cease from 
the performance of their duties and 
to practice obedience to the laws of 
the United States and In this procla- 
mation he used the following expres- 
sion which lingers In the minds of nil 
those who read It at that time: "I 
deem it but obligatory upon me 
by 
virtue of my office to yield unto Caesar 
the things that arc Caesar's." 


Mr. Steele returned to his avocation 
of mining after leaving the gubernator- 
ial choir and In 1884 he made a discov- 
ery, which revolutionized the industries 
of the territory. In October, 1864, he 
discovered and Opened thn flrst silver 
producing mine In tho territory. It was 
the well known August Belmont mine 
In the Argentine district In Clear Creek 
county. From his discovery sprang the 
many silver camps which were the 
scene of so much activity In later days. 
In the fall of 1866 Mr. Steale took his 
family back to the east In order to edu- 
cate his children, He, however, return- 
ed to this state and continued mining 
operations. In 1878 he brought his fam- 
ily back to Colorado. For many years 
the family lived at Georgetown which 
had sprung up Into one of the liveliest 
cities of the state through Mr. Bteelo's 
silver discovery. 
In 1896 Mr. H. R. 
Steele, the son', brought his father and 
mother to this city where they have 
resided ever since. 


Mr. and Mrs. Steele had four children, 
three.of whom are now living. Mr. H, 
R. Steele, the surviving son, resides In 
this city and Is well known here. Mr. 
Charles Steele, another son, was acci- 
dentally killed In this city about six 
years ago. Two daughters, Mrs. J. C, 
Parsons, of Harrlsonvllle, Mo,, and Miss 
Mary .E. Steele, who has been residing 
with her parents here, are also left to 
mourn the loss .of. loving parents. 
The last days of Mr. Steele's life were 
passed quietly In this city; He was well 
known all over the state and his guld- 
Jng hand at the helm of the ship of 
state In Colorado's darkust hours has 
left Us mark. As the flrst executive 
of the proud state of Colorado his mem- 
ory will ever remain grenn, for though 
the conditions were not ripe at that 
time for an ideal administration of state 
or territorial affairs, he. at the head of 
that noble band of pioneers, blazed the 
way for the coming powerful forces of 
civilization. In the political and In- 
dustrial, growth of Colorado he was an 
aggressive, yet far-sighted, leader, and 
his remains will be consigned to earth 
today with reverential respect by those 
who knew him In the dajs of his power 


Ex-Governor Steele 


and Wife at Rest 


(From Saturday's Dally.) 
With simple yet impressive ceremonies 
the remains of two pioneers of the state 
were laid at rest In Evergreen cemetery 
yesterday afternoon. 
The funeral of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert W. Steele was held from the fam- 
ily residence, 128 North Webor street, at 
8 o'clock yesterday afternoon, The dou- 
ble funeral was the occasion for the sor- 
rowful assembling of the pioneers of the 
pike's Peak region and drew several resi- 
dents from Denver. The services were 
conducted by Rev. W. H. W. Boyle, D. 
D., pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church, who was assisted by Rev. E. 
P. Root, assistant pastor of that church. 
The remarks of the clergymen wore Very 
Impressive and a high tribute was paid 
to the lives of the two departed who 
were so prominent In Colorado's flrst 
years. 


The coffins were a mass of flowers, the 
tributes of. the many friends of the de- 
ceased. Tho remains were borne to and 
from the hearses by pioneers who knew 
the deceased In early ye'ars. Mr. E. A. 
Wllloughby, secretary of the State pio- 
neers' association, and Mr. Andrew Sagen- 
dorf were down from Denver to pay re- 
spect to the memory of their friend. These 
gentlemen acted as pall bearers along 
with others from this city, Colorado City 
and Manltou. Tho respect In which tho 
late Mr. and Mrs. Steclo were held In 
this city was attested by tho large at- 
tendance at the funeral despite the In- 
clemency of the weather. Many followed 
the two hearses to Evergreen cemetery 
and stood, with surrounding children and 


grand children, beside the graves while 
the bodies were consigned to their last 
resting place. 


Owing to tho suddenness of the death 


of the lato ex-Governor Bteele many prom- 
inent pioneers of Colorado, who honor 
the memory of the man who was the first 
chief executive of what Is now the state 
of Colorado, wore unablo to be present 
at tho funeral. Several sent flowers and 
among them was General William A. 
Hamlll of Georgetown. General Hamlli 
telephoned to the, Gazette from Denver 
yesterday to express hlo regret that Ill- 
ness should prevent him from attending 
the funeral and to express his high ap- 
preciation of ex-Governor Steele as a man 
and a citizen. General Hamlll knew Gov- 
ernor Steele intimately and greatly ad- 
mired his sterling Integrity and fine char- 
acter. In speaklhg of Governor Steele, 
General Hamlll said: 


VI beat him for tho state senate in 
Clear Creek county many years ago, and 
while I was gjad to. win a party victory, 
I really disliked to defeat so worthy and 
honorable a man. 


"He was a noble and Iru8 man in all 
walks of life." 


Out of respect to tho memory of Colo- 
rado's first governor, the flag over the 
city hall in thin city limited at half-must 
yesterday afternoon.

OF INSANITY

smith, who was brought to the county 
Jail on Saturday night Insane on the 
subject of religion, Is still raving.

It could not be as- 
certained last night that Jones was 
present at the lynching of Porter, but 
at 7.30 last night he was raving vio- 
lently In his cell in the jail, believing 
and proclaiming to- the Inmates of the 
jail that he himself was J. Preston 
Porter and that he had died at the 
stake at Llmon. He said that he had 
the handcuffs on but that they would 
be taken off. 
He said that ha was Por- 
ter and that he had been burned at 
the stake and had been in h«ll to save, 
thn rest of the, people. 
He said that 


hln burning at the stake was his cru- 
cifixion and that by his death In this 
manner the rest of the people were 
saved. 


He will probably be removed to the, 
state asylum today.

BOLD SAFE ROBBERS 


Sioux City, Iowa, Feb. 10,—Thre« 
men believed to have boen Implicated 
In the theft last night at Manila, Iowa 
of a United States express company's 
safe, said to contain 140,000, were ar- 
rested near that place this morning, 
They were traced by their tracks In 
the snow. 
The men are John Jackson, 
John Stovall and Charles Hayes. 
All 
live at Manila and are well known. Their 
reputations heretofore have nbt been 
bad. 
They stoutly protest their In- 
nocence. 
Mrs. Jackson, wife of John 
Jackson, waa also arrested, but at a 
preliminary hearing she was released, 
The three men are In jail having been 
unable to furnish bond fixed at 412,000 
each. 
. 


None of the money or valuables has 
been rocqvered. 


The safe that was stolen contained 
in tho neighborhood of 540,000. 
Two 
thousand dollars was In cash and the 
remainder In ;droft8, checks and var- 
ious valuables. 


While the robbery undoubtedly waa 
deliberately planned, as the horse and 
wagon werq in waiting In a convent 
lent spot, It is not believed that the 
men knew they were making so rich a 
haul. 
They had no means of knowing 
the contents of the safe, only that It 
was used for carrying valuables. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
train on which the safe was taken from 
Sioux City arrived at Manila at 8:0 
p. m. Saturday night. 
The Omaha 
train was late and James Sturtevant 
of Sioux City, the express messenger 
did not hurry in unloading the goods 
and packages from his car. The ex- 
press safe, with other articles, was 
placed on a truck on the depot plat- 
form and then Sturtevant and the bag. 
gagemen went to the other end of the 
platform to get another truck load. 
When Sturtevant returned he noticed 
that the articles on the truck were dis- 
arranged, and a glance showed that 
the iron box waa gone. 
There was 
great excitement and no time was lost 
In spreading the alarm. 
City Marshal 
Ferrcl hastily assembled a posse. Snow 
lay thick on the ground, and it did 
not take long to discover the tracks 
of two persons who evidently had been 
carrying some heavy object directly 
from the truck, as It stood upon the 
depot platform,. 


They carried the safe a. distance of 
about two blocks and then loaded it 
into a wagon which had been left there 
in waiting. 
The wagon was. driven 
about a mile and a half Into the coun- 
try and there the safe was forced open 
and the contents abstracted. 
The 
men there abandoned the safe and 
went their way on a. how track. It was 
not difficult to trace them, however, 
and this morning three arrests were 
made. 


The authorities say tho shoes of two 


of the men under arrest fit exactly 
the tracks In the snow.

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A SHOOTING 


AT PUEBLO 


Special to the Qaiette. 


Pueblo, Feb. 9.—David Allen Is dead, Ar- 


thur Allen Is probably dying and William 
Campbell, a negro who did the killing, has 
been spirited away by the officers to avoid 
a lynching. 


The shooting occurred at the Grand ho- 


tel, the actual scene of the shooting being 
a small room In the extreme southeastern 
corner of the flrst floor, used as a dining 
room for the hotel employes. Campbell 
was a. porter at the Grand and was eat- 
ing his (upper when the Allen brothers 
entered the room.- There are a dozen con- 
flicting stories as to what occurred im- 
mediately after their entrance but six 
shots were flred and when the omoke 
cleared away the Allen boys were welt- 
ering In their blood upon the floor. Camp- 
bell walked through the bar room, which 
adjoins the dining room and Into the ro- 
tunda where he announced that he hail 
killed two men, aat down In a chair and 
asked those around him to send for an 
officer. 


The cause of the killing seems to have 
been a row which Arthur Allen had with 
Campbell at about 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. Campbell wanted to buy a drink 
and Allen, who was a bartender at the ho- 
tel, refused to sell him a drink. They 
had some words and during their conver- 
sation vile names were passed. Young 
Allen threw a bottle at the negro but 
did not hit him. The row stopped for the 
time being but It seems that Allen, who 
conducts a saloon down town, heard of the 
light and when he got oft watch at 6 
o'clock he drove to the hotel. There were 
u number of persons In the bar room 
when he entered and he bought a drink, 
making a few common place remarks. 
Arthur Allen was relieved from duty soon 
after and tho two men walked Into the 
helps' dining room. Then came the shoot- 
ing. 


W. Meacham, chef, ran down stairs at 
the first shot and entered the helps' dining 
room where he found David Allen ly- 
ing upon the floor. In one hand'Allen 
held a big 45 Colts revolver which was 
still cocked. Arthur Allen was stagger- 
Ing around the room when the chef en- 
tered but he also fell soon after near the 
body of his brother, Campbell had gone 
Into the office. 


Some of the other employes of the hotel 
and Campbell himself claims that David 
Allen applied a vile name to Campbell as 
he entered the room and announced that 
he had come to kill htm. Arthur Allen 
says that hn merely asked for an explan- 
ation of the fight In the afternoon and 
that the negro opened fire without warn- 
ing. There were five or six shots fired 
two of which had apparently come from 
Allen's gun as that number of chambers 
Was «mpty. The gun used by Campbell, 
a 88 caliber, was entirely empty. David 
Allen had been shot through the lift 
breast, the ball entering Just below the 
collar bone, probably passing near the 
heart, ranging upward. Arthur Allen's 
wound was almost In identically the same 
position and It Is thought that his left 
lung was perforated. Bis case Is not en- 
tirely hopeless but tho 'doctors say it will 
be after a hard fight If he pulls through. 
As soon as tho shooting was known 
thero was Intense exilement throughout 
the down town portion of the city. David 


Allen was one of the most prominent m«i 
In the circles In which he moved In 1'uo- 
bio, and bin brothir was almost euuallj 
as well known. The hottl was crowden 
by scores of people and lynching talk rmi 
rapid. 


"Tho Homo" saloon on North Mali 
street, owned by David Allen, was closci 
Immediately after th« killing but hundrodi" 
ot people congregated in front of It talk 
Ing over the affair. 


Campbell was taken to the city jal 


Immediately after hlu arrest but ini houi 
later he had mysterlouily disappeared ant 
tho pollen officers claim he has b«n ta'.oi 
out of town. His story was that f.'her 
the Allen boyi came Into the dining man 
Dave Allen had a. gun In his hand. Hi 
suld that he thought h* was going to bi 
killed and acted In self defense. 


Thi! dead man was 38 yeitrs old anil liac 


lived In Pneblo ulnce the early eighties 
He came here from Fulton, Mo., \vliori 
his wife and mother now live. Arthur Al- 
len Is 2S years old and has been ta PueliU 
about two yearn, also coming from F-.iltmi 
Hath were members of the Red Him untf 
David was also a member of the Ri>y,iJ 
Arch. Arthur Is unmarried. Thero ar< 
two other brothers lIvinK in Pueblo, J. w. 
and Harvey Allen. Coroner Fugard. wit 
hold an Inquest and autopsy tomorrow 
morning at 9:30. 


William Campbell had worked at thi 
Grand hotel about six months and here- 
tofore had borne a good 
reputation 


Around tho hotel the Impression sectm 
to be that he acted In self defense, though 
down town sentiment Is strongly ugnlnsi 
him. 


Arthur Allen made a statement to thi 
coroner at the hospital soon after thi 
shooting and In affect was as follows: 


"We (meaning Himself and Camphcll] 
had some trouble In he bar room at aboui 
2 o'clock because I would not sell him a 
drink. I told him two months ago thai 
I wouldn't sell him anything over the bar, 
He called me a 
liar and I threw a hot. 
tie at him. Some one must have told 
Dave because he came up here Just befori 
I went off watch. We went Into the help* 
dining room after I got through work. 
The nigger was In there. Dave asked him 
what he meant and he commented shoot- 
ing. He shot Dave and then ihot blank 
at me." 


Arthur said he did not have a gun on 
himself and he did not know whethei 
Dave had one or not. He said there wai 
no one In the dining room «xetpt thi 
three at the time of the shooting.

Heavy Crane Fell 


and Five Men Hurt 


(From Monday's Dally.) 


A very serious accident occurred yes- 
terday afternoon at the new power 
plant which tho El Paso Electric com- 
pany is building near the coal mines 
north of the city. A large crane, which 
Is uped for lifting heavy machinery, 
was being put in place when one end 
of it slipped injuring some of the work- 
men and spectators, who were near at 
the time. The Injured are: 
J.amcs Farell, severe fracture of the 
hip bone. 


Peter Johnson, rib broken and in- 
ternal Injuries. 


R. K. Owen, legs badly pinched and 
lacerated. 


Walter Curry, ankle sprained and 
legs bruised. 


—. Payne, right shoulder Injured and 
fracture of the rib. . 


The Injured men were removed In 
the ambulance to their homes or to the 
hospital, where, at a late hour last 
Bight they were resting as easily as 
could be expected. 
Yesterday 
afternoon 
the \vorkmen 
were engaged in putting the big crane, 
which runs on a track about 25 feet 
above, the, level of the floor, In place 
and had erected a crib out of railroad 
tleu, op which the crane was resting. 
Thn latter IB a very big and heavy 
piece of machinery and a good many 
spectators were at the plant to watch 
the .work of raising It to its place. The 
crib had. been built until a beam could 
be raised and the crane was resting on 
the ties. Suddenly without any warn- 
ing one end of the crib broke, allowing 
the crane to slip down about two feet. 
H. 13. Owen, who Is the superintend- 
ent of the boiler erection, and Walter 


Curry, were standing close to the craim 
at the time and the former waa pinned 
down under It. His legs were badly 
crushed and one of them wan cut above 
the knee so badly that it Is feared that 
an amputation will be necessary. Curry 
was also bruised about the legs und 
one of his ankles was sprained, but 
Other than that he waa not Injured. 
James Parrel, one of the workmen who 
was also near the crane, received a 
fracture of tho hip bone. He Is prob- 
ably one of the most seriously Injured 
of the five men that were hurt. Peter 
Johnson, another of the workmen, foil 
into tho basement of the plat, a dis- 
tance of 12 feet, and received a frac- 
tured hip bone and Internal Injuries. 
Payne was not as badly hurt as the 
others, but was Injured about the ribs 
and shoulder. 


About 4:20 yesterday afternoon the 


police received a call for a physician 
from the plant where the accident oc- 
curred and Dr. Hutehlngu Immediately 
left for the scene. About ten mlnutti; 
later un ambulance call waa received tij 
take the injured men to the hospital] 
The ambulance was almiily at iha coal 
mines and when It returned was sent 
hack Immediately. Parrel mid Ov.-cm 
were removed to the Hospital' and PB.yr.ij 
and Johnson were taken to their liotm <. 
Dr, Hutching said last night that 


Owen and Johnson wert) very baill.v 
hurt and that there was a possibility 
that an amputation of a leg would be 
necessary In case of the former. 


It iu fortunate that moro people \vero 
not hurt because, owing to Iho plean- 
antness of the day, a great many spec- 
tators were at the plant at the time th-> 
accident occurred.

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THE PHILIPPINE FRIARS. 


T 


HE GAZETTE has already given several very good 


reasons why congress should meet in extra ses- 
sion to consider matters relating to Cuba and 
the Philippines, and why the purposes of this 


extra session could not be equally well served by the pas- 
sage of the Spooner resolution delegating the authority 
of congress to the president to legislate for the Philip- 
pines. 


We have not, however, referred as yet to the particu- 


lar-questions arising out of the relation of the islanders 
and the friars of the Catholic orders in the islands. These 
matters are of the gravest Importance as affecting the fu- 
ture of the islands, and there are good reasons why they 
should be investigated and determined by the congress 
of the United States rather than left to official executive 
action. Already very ugly rumors of an arrangement or 
understanding between the United States authorities in 
the islands and the heads of the monastic orders are be- 
ing diligently circulated, and it is the evident purpose of 
the anti-Republican leaders in the senate to force this 
.matter into prominence. The administration owes it to 
the country and tp its party to let the fullest light in upon 
this matter and to make sure that the final disposition of 
it shall be such as will commend itself to the general 
approval of the American people. 


The report of the first Philippines commission shows 


very clearly that the revolt of the natives in 1896 and 
subsequently was against the friars rather than against 
the authority of Spain. Church and state were inextri- 
cably commingled, to be sure, but the most active and ir- 
ritating agents of tyranny were the friars. The church 
took part in all branches of the government, (p. 370) the 
priest was ex-offlcio a part of the provincial council, the 
archbishop by virtue of his position was a member of the 
advisory council or cabinet, and 
almost everything 


. was subject to the will of the church. No one could 


become local presidente or take any office in the judicial 
department unless it suited the friar, (p. 420). The friars 
wished to be the civil .authority, (p. 419) the military au- 
thority and they were complete owners of a man's body 
and soul. The friar was the personification of autocracy, 
and had as his object the exploitation, spiritually and 
materially, of the native. No complaint could be made 
against a priest as a priest, (p. 420). For instance if a 
priest took a man's wife away from him,'or if he made 
him pay an exorbitant marriage or burial fee, or if In the 
confessional he had- induced some dying person • to 
leave him a legacy, no complaint-could be made against 
him, because he was not subject to prosecution In the or- 
dinary courts, but in the ecclesiastical court, and there 
a native could never win his suit, because the judges were 
friars. 
The friars always treated the people, (p. 403) 


with a great deal of harshness; .with blows, with threats 
and with deportation when they did not obey them. In 
the towns in which the Indian (Filipino) was the owner 
of most of the ground tie had to submit, because if he 
did hot he was subject to deportation; (p. 370) in the 
towns in which the religious orders were the owners of 
the land there was • a disguised -slavery. 
Ecclesiastical 


control entered .Into- the very most private 
affairs, 


without regard'to the "means It employed. One witness 
before the commission-testified that he thought, (p. 370) 
that only 5.per.,centJrof'^ne friars coUld be calculated as 
halt moral. The religious corporations are. Dominican!) 
Augustinians,.Batilist'fij^ranclscans, Receletos, .Capuchins, 
Jesuits and Benedictines/ (p 402). The worst of these are 
the Dominicans and;,^^Siecoletos,..(p. 42) and "the Jesuits 
(p. 43) are like the locusts in China, they light upon a 
plantation and they leave their eggs there and in a week 
where those eggs have,been,deposited it looks as though 
a fire had passed over the ground, the very roots of the 
' grass are eaten out;" that is the condition where these 


Jesuits have carried on their operations. If a man opposed 
the friar, (p. 408) or threw any obstacle Ih the way of his 
committing any abuse, the friar threatened him with ex- 
communication. If a friar . wished to make love to a 
man's daughter and the man opposed it and did all in his 
' power to keep his daughter from being dishonored, the 


friar would threaten excommunication, and then hand 
htm over to the guardia civil, or use his Influence in some 
other way, and make it a condition that he should uave 
possession of the girl in order, for the man to come home. 
When the priests denounced some individual to the gov- 
ernor, (p. 408) the governor ordered the guardia civil to 
take the man and examine him. Then the guardla 
civil compelled this:man, by means of punishments and 
cruel measures, to declare that what the friars said was 
true, even when it was not true. Of course a man would, 
finally, under the punishments and cruelties of the guardla 
civil, admit that'the accusation of the friar was true. 
•Then he was brought to Manila; and it often happened 
that, in order that the governor general and the authori- 
ties in Manila should not know the abuses which had 


1 been committed upon him, the guardia civil would shoot 


the man on the way, and then say they had shot him 
because he had tried to escape. And in case a prisoner 
arrived in Manila without being killed on the road he 
was punished again there, and was deported to unhealthy 
places like Puerta Prlncesa, Basllan and Jolo, in order 
that he might sicken and die, as that was what they 
wished might happen. The opposition ot the Filipinos 
is not to the Catholic church, (p. 363) it is to the monastic 
orders. The formation of the Katipunan society In 1891 
and the subsequent revolt was based upon hatred of the 
friars and nothing else, (p. 404) hut the people did not at- 
tack the Catholic religion, they only attacked the religious 
orders—the friars. 


The second paragraph of the eighth article of the 


peace treaty with Spain declares that the cession by 
Spain, of Puerto Rico, Guam and the Philippines can- 
apt impair In any respect the property or rights which by 
law belong to the peaceful possession of property of all 
kinds . . . . civic or ecclesiastical bodies or other as- 
sociations having legal capacity to acquire and possess 
property In the aforesaid territories. There can be no 
doubt that this paragraph of the treaty has been 
the cause of great dissatisfaction In the islands and the 
ill feeling that It has transferred from the Spanish to the 
Americans has not been allayed by events In the Islands 
since the treaty was signed. • In the evidence before the 
first commission the witnesses examined took the ground 
that the property 'held by the friars did not really belting 
to them, (p. 93) but was given tp them by the people, not 
for the friars tV.Jmselves, but for the welfare of the 
givers' souls and for purposes of education and other 
benefits to the people. When the United States took pos- 
session of the islands the people thought, (p. 363) that we 
should simply take possession of every bit of property 
owned by the friars and expel the friars from the islands; 
and because we did not do that, they came to 
believe that we were in some way hand in hand with the 
'church and with the monastic orders, and that idea Is 
'fostered-every time the report is sent out from Manila of 
any dealings with church property.

BILL that is certainly dangerous and ought not to 
become a law is House Bill No. 75 which is en- 
titled "An act to define the powers and duties of 
city marshals in cities of the second class, and to 


provide for the appointment of police captains, lieutenants, 
sergeants, policemen, police clerks, detectives, jailers, spe- 
cial policemen and watchmen by city marshals in such 
ities." 


The first section makes the city marshal in cities of 


he second class ex-offlcio chief of police, with full control 
if the police department and authority to prepare all nec- 
issary rules for the same. 
This is a change from the 


iresent law which makes the mayor the head ot the police 
epartment and vests Its control In a police board com- 
losed of the mayor and police committee of the'city coun- 
II. 


Section 2 of the new bill gives the marshal power to 


ppoint as many police captains, lieutenants, sergeants, 
lolicemen, police clerks, detectives, city jailers, special 
lollcemen and watchmen as the city council may deem 
necessary. 
Under the present law these persons are elect- 


ed by the council. 


The city marshal is also given by the proposed new 


aw the power to suspend such appointees and it is tur- 
ner provided that in case of emergency he shall have 
power to appoint as many special policemen or watchmen 
as he may deem necessary. 


If this bill were entitled "An act to promote ring rule 


n cities of the second class, and to perpetuate political 
rings in power," itwould more nearly express the probable 
ffects of the passage of this measure. 
It is the plain 


caching of experience that it is not well to leave the head 
of the police department in absolute control of Its affairs, 
and there ought always to be power of supervision vested 
n mayor and council. 


The passage of this bill would do a great deal of harm 


n the cities of the state and would benefit only those who 
are interested in establishing rings for purposes incon- 
sistent with the public welfare. 


1. The continuation of the domination of the friars In 


the Islands Is utterly inconsistent with the spirit and 
policy of the American people, who will never tolerate, or 
approve any arrangement or understanding that will al- 
low the continuation of the abuses that have undoubtedly 
been widely prevalent. 


2. A satisfactory arrangement for the limitation of 


the power of the friars to strictly religious matters, and 
the reduction of their land holdings to those to which 
they have a clear and legal title as owners and not as 
trustees are demanded by the principles of justice, will 
be a powerful help towards the pacification of the islands 
and are in fact essential to any permanent peace. 


3. The treatment of the friars upon principles of 


American justice and law is not, and cannot be fairly 
construed as, an attack upon the Catholic church, nor is 
it any violation of our principle of the separation ol 
church and state. 


The report of the Philippines civil commission, shortly 


to' be presented to congress, doubtless contains important 
Information and recommendations upon this matter, but 
whether it does or not, congress should investigate the 
question thoroughly and take such action as it may judge 
proper. It is not something that can safely be postponed, 
and it is not something that can safely be left to be set- 
tled by the authority of any governor general or executive 
commission, or any lesser authority than the direct repre- 
sentatives of the people of the United States. 


A DANGEROUS BILL. 


THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


ECAUSE the United'States consented to a. .tem- 


porary arrangement or modus vivendl'With Canada 
upon the Alaskan boundary, the president- was bit- 
terly criticised because he had given away valuable 


American territory for nothing. 
How groundless were 


rach criticisms is shown-by the recently filed report of the 
oint commission appointed two years, ago to .survey this 
boundary line. 


The report of the commission, which is unanimous, 


gives an account of its work. 
It has "erected substantial 


monuments at frequent intervals along the lino described 
n the treaty with Russia,.which they found to be clear in 
almost every caae. 
There is nothing further to be done 


m this subject until both governments agree to a per- 
manent survey, for this was understood-to be only tem- 
lorary. 
It is probable, however, that Its accuracy will 


never be questioned, and it probably will stand indefinitely 
as neither government has good reason to be dissatisfied 
vith the conduct of Its representatives or the decision of 
he commission. 
The United States gets about nine- 


enths of the disputed territory, and Canada about ono- 
enth, but by the terms of the treaty 'Americans who live 
north of the line suffer no diminution of the rights and 
privileges they now enjoy.' 


"The Chilkoot and White passes are the actual or 


practical boundaries. 
The Canadians claimed the whole 


of Lynn canal. 
The United States disputed their title, 


and asserted that the line ran around the head of that 
body of water. 
The new surveys not only justified the 


contention of this government, but take the boundary 
wenty-flve miles north of the canal, and above the canoe 
uavagatlon." 


It is to be hoped that the report of this commission 


vill remove this vexatious boundary dispute from the 
domain of active international 
politics. 
The United 


States has no reason to feel dissatisfied with the result, 
and as the report of the commission was unanimous, it is 
not probable that there will remain any basis for a fur- 
.her claim on the part of Canada that plain words do not 
mply their ordinary meaning.

F MANY POLITICAL movements in American his- 


tory' few have come to more complete collapse 
and 
repudiation that the self-styled '"anti-im- 


perialism" which .attempted to make ..noble pa- 


triots out of Tagal Insurgents and which condemned with 
epithets of oppressor and murderer, Americans who were 
doing their duty as honest men and patriots. 


The sentiments that have been expressed by such 


newspapers as the Springfield Republican and the-New 
York Evening Post, and that have been voiced in congress 
by Senator Pettigrew and others do not command-the ap- 
proval of a considerable number ot citizens in-any state of 
the union, and the party which was misled .Into an ap- 
proval of a doctrine that it adopted more to get votes 
than because its members actually believed in it was over- 
whelmingly defeated by Americans who have; not doubted 
that our people and our government are honest, honorable 
and civilized.

THE CAPITAL PUNISHMENT DEBATE. 


FTER A CAREFUL debate the lower house of the 


Colorado assembly by a vote of nearly two to 
one, passed the bill restoring'the death penalty 
for murder In Colorado and providing for Its 


execution by means of electricity. 


The debate was an interesting one and creditable 


to all concerned. A strong argument was made by those 
who favor the present system, and every fact that could 
be presented In opposition to capital punishment was 
brought forward in Its most Impressive form. On the 
other hand the advocates of restoration were not less 
forceful In debate and they had the advantage of a strong 
popular sentiment growing out of recent occurrences in 
this state. 


Just before the taking ot the final vote Mr. Stubbs, 


the author of the bill, reviewed the arguments for and 
against it, and summed up the balance In its favor. The 
opponents of capital punishment alleged that the object 
of punishment should be the reform and not the extinction 
of the criminal, that the death penalty did not prevent 
murder or lynching, that the execution of a criminal 
nothing else than legal murder for. which the citizens o( 
the state are individually responsible, and that the possi- 
bility of the execution of an innocent man Is sufficient to 
debar the state from the Infliction of death upon the 
guilty. On the other hand It was stated that the general 
custom and sentiment ot mankind have been and are in 
favor of the death penalty, the states not inflicting it be- 
ing the exception and not the rule, and there being no 
evidence to show that they are any more advanced, intel- 
ligent or moral than the others; that death is the only 
possible approach to an adequate penalty for 
wilful 


murder; that judge and jury may safely be trusted 
to. prevent its infliction in any case where there is the 
least doubt of absolute guilt;-that society has the un- 
doubted right of self protection against the criminal 
extending even to the taking of his life; 
that while 


capital punishment may not prevent murder and lynch- 
ng it certainly does tend to decrease them, and it gives 
the law an advantage over the. lynchers that it does 
not otherwise possess; ' that the practical alternative Is 
jetween capital punishment by the state and capital pun- 
shment by .the mob; and that actual experience has 
demonstrated that "any other form of punishment ts in- 
sufficient, uncertain and destructive of proper respect for 
the law among all classes of citizens. 


The conclusion reached by the house Is, we believe, 


he one that would be reached by; any representative body 
of fair minded and unprejudiced men who had examined 
he subject carefully and Intelligently, and. If the state 
senators will pursue a similar course we believe that 
they will reach the same result. 


THE NAVY AND THE SHIPBUILDERS. 


T 


HE INFLUENCE ol warship contracts on Ameri- 


can shipbuilding Is shown by the recent case of 
the Moran Bros, of Seattle. Thirteen years ago 
this firm were boat cobblers on Fuget sound and 


.he entire machinery of their plant is said to have con- 
sisted of shlpways for hauling fiat bottomed craft out of 
he water, some rope, a winze and an old blind-mule. 
The firm prospered in business, nevertheless, and some 
weeks ago they made a bid to construct a new battleship 
or $4,400,000. This was $400,000 more than the maximum 
allowed by congress, but the department wishing to en- 
lourage naval construction, in the far northwest;-instead 
of rejecting the bid altogether called the attention of the 
firm to the fact that they were above the limit. The en- 
.erprlsing shipbuilders reduced their bid ?200,000 and se- 
cured a cash 'subscription .of an equal amount from the 
citizens o( Seattle, and the bargain was closed with the 
naval authorities. 
The result'is "that the United States', 


will get as good a ship as could be built elsewhere for 
he price, for the quality will be secured 'by the govern- 
ment Inspectors, Seattle will profit by the .business 
>rought there and- the country will be the better off by* a" 
shipyard capable of constructing the most expensive kind 
of steel ships. 


There is no doubt that a great deal ot good has been 


done to the general 'Interests of American shipbuilders 
trough the Influence of the contracts for the building of 
battleships and cruisers. Whe'h the hew navy was begun 
:his country had no plants capable of doing this work 
and the plans for the first small vessels had to be im- 
ported from Europe. Now our vessels are the equal ot any 
n the world and we are receiving frequent orders from 
foreign governments. Not only that but the skill, the 
experience and the machinery that have been developed 
by these naval contracts have been of the highest value 
n advancing the ability of sEIpbuliders in other work, 
and we are certainly in far better condition to compete 
with European builders of merchant steamships than we 
were twenty years ago. 
' 


It is the belief of many persons who have carefully 


studied the subject that a great deal of good might be 
accomplished If national aid could be furnished in a more 
direct way to American shipbuilders, and this is the ob- 
ject of the ship subsidy bill which Is now having such a 
stormy experience in congress. 
Without discussing in 


detail the merits of that particular measure. It is safe to 
say that Its object is She which ought to commend it- 
self to the people of the country, It is in harmony with the 
general principle of protection, and such incidents as the 
one alluded to, of the Moran Bros., lead tp the belief that 
It would accomplish much towards building up the one 
great industry In which our country seems to be deficient, 


CUBAN INDEPENDENCE. 


T IS THE BELIEF of many of those who are most fa- 


miliar with the conditions, that the experiment of 
Cuban independence will be a disastrous one. 


Nevertheless, the experiment must be tried, no 


matter what may be'the'cost to Cuba or the risk to the 
United States, and. this must be done because the people 
of the United States, acting through their representatives 
in congress, have given their solemn and unmistakable 
pledge that It shall be done. • 


There are an endless number of reasons which may 


bo alleged why the United States should break its formal 
word to the Cubans, and some of them are very weighty 
and pertinent ones. But there Is that in American char- 
acter which makes a pledge of the nation a sacred obliga- 
tion that is not to be trifled with. 


That the .pledge to establish Cuban independence was 


a mistake, there is too much reason to believe. That it 
was intended to embarrass the Republican administration 
and to encumber it with the odium of a settlement that 
is opposed to our interests as well as the Interests of the 
Cubans, is asserted by many Americans. But the pledge 
exists, and no amount of argument or sophistry is suf- 
ficient to remove it from .the record. 


National honor requires that this pledge should he 


kept and that it should be kept honorably and generously 
Our own national self respect as well as our standing be- 
fore the nations of the world requires that this shall be 
done, and pur confidence in the sincerity and honesty of 
the American people inspires the belief that it will be 
done.

SENATOR, SELDOMBIBQE'S BILL. 


To Fund 
the Outstanding Obliga- 


tions of the State. 


The following Is the text of Senate 


BUI No. 228, introduced by Senator Sel- 
domridge: 
An Act to Submit to the Qualified 
Electors of the State of Colorado an 
Amendment to Article Eleven, Sec- 
tion Three, of the Constitution of the 
State of Colorado; and to Provide for 
the Creation of a Bonded Indebted- 
ness on Behalf of the State to the 
Amount of Two Million Three Hun- 
dred and Ninety-Four 
Thousand 
Four Hundred and Eighty-Three and 
78-100 Dollars to Fund the Outstand- 
ing Obligations of the State. 


Be it Enacted by the General Assem- 


bly of the State of Colorado: 
Section 1. There shall be. submitted 


to the qualified electors of the state of 
Colorado, at the next general election 
of members of the general assembly, 
for their approval or rejection, the fol- 
lowing amendment the Constitution of 
the state of Colorado, which, when rat- 
ified by a majority of those voting 
thereon, shall be valid as a part of the 
Constitution, to-wlt: Section 3 of Ar- 
ticle 11 of the Constitution of the state 
of Colorado shall be amended to read 
as follows: 
Sec. 3. The state shall not contract 
any debt by loan, or in any form, ex- 
cept to erect public buildings for the 
use of the state, suppress insurrection, 
defend the state, or in time of war 
assist in defending the United States. 
The debt incurred in any one.year 


for erection of public buildings .shall 
not exceed one-half mill on each dollar 
of valuation of taxable property.within 
the state, as shown by the assessment 
last preceding the creation of the debt.

They are to 
be found among the rich and the poor, 
and, proportionately, common people 
who are rich a're not less numerous 
than common people who are poor. The 
phrase "common people" Is a false and 
pernicious one, as is well shown by the 
part of the following editorial article 
which Is copied Into The Commoner, 
and which Is a just and explicit ar- 
raignment of Mr.. Bryan: 


"This expression Is an Ill-chosen one 
and should have no lodgment In the 
vocabulary of an American patriot and 
statesman. If we sought Us origin, we 
would look for it In that specious dema- 
gogy which has evolved the professional 
politician, arrayed country 
against 
town—the farmer. and his sons and 
daughters against the business and 
professional man and their sons and 
daughters—capital against Sabor, and 
built up against neighbors the Impreg.

REPORTS PROM GUAM. 


Gradual Recovery From the Disas- 
trous Hurricane. 


Washington, Feb. 12.—A report has been 


received at the navy department from 
Rear Admiral Kempt of the Asiatic sta- 
:lon who was sent from Manila to Guam 
:o Investigate the effects of the disas- 
trous hurricane a few months ago. Tho 
report covers details already made pub- 
>lc and concludes as follows: 


"In regard to the loss ot the Yosemite, 


the vessel's bow appears to have struck 
a shoal spot while dragging from her 
original anchorage to the reef under the 
bluff west of Boiimaye, causing a heavy 
leak. Here the vessel struck stern flrst. 
When tho wind shifted suddenly from 
north to east the Yosemite swung around 
on her stern an a pivot Tho vessel drift- 
ed to sea after losing ground tackle and 
being blown oil the reef near Soumaye 
bluff." 


A later report in the shape of a let- 


ter dated December 17, 1800, from the 
governor ot Guam reads as follows: 


"Tho 
Island ot Guam Is doing as well 


as can be expected. A considerable num- 
ber of the lumber and nlpa houses have 
been rebuilt and the greater part of the 
population Is now under cover with a fair 
degree of comfort. The reconstrucUon of 
Iho masonry housed is progressing and 
tile and Iron roofs are being repaired and 
replaced. There have been Issued so far 
to the needy about 100 tons of provisions, 
all of which has been provided by the 
Island treasury. The immediate necessity 
of rebuilding; houses has diverted for the 
present a large amount of labor which 
could have otherwise been employed In 
the fields and ranches."

bullet had caused the woman's death. 
They said that the bullet had struck her 
In the back of the neck und passed out of 
the mouth without striking any bones and 
leaving no evidence as to whether it had 
been lead or steel.

Conferees of the Two Houses of Con- 


gress Have Adopted Eepresenta- 


tive Dick's BUI. 


Washington, Feb. 12.—Representative 


Olck s bill concerning hazing at1 West 
Point military academy was adopted 
:oday by the conferees of the two 
houses of congress on, the military 
academy bin in lieu of the senate pro- 
vision on the question of hazing. Some 
changes were made but the changes 
do not alter the spirit of the measure. 
The amendment renders it mandatory 
thai the superintendent of the academy 
shall suppress "challenge fighting and 
every form of hazing at the academy." 


It also provides for the dismissal of 


all cadets In any way connected with 
fights or challenges to fight and also 
of any cadet who shall participate in 
any form of hazing. 


It Is also specified that no cadet dis- 


missed for either of these causes shall 
be reinstated or appointed In the acad- 
emy, and also that no such cadet shall 
ever be appointed to any office In the 
army, navy or marine corps.

The only change made In It was the 
strengthening of Yhe provision against 
hazing at West Point. 


During the remainder of the after- 


Eo.ou.-eesaton the war revenue reduc- 
tion i bill' was before the senate. A de- 
termined'but unsuccessful effort was 
made to reduce the tax on bank checks 
and to pio/lde that telegraph and ex- 
press companies should near the bur- 
den of tax on messages and packages 
Eeni. The finance committee's amend- 
ment, levying a tax on .transactions in 
so-called "bucket shops,*' modifying the 
' tax on cigars and cigarettes and pro- 
viding for a lebate on unbroken pack-. 
ages of tobacco, In addition to several 
Others of rolnpr character, was adopted. 
An,amendment substituting an Income 
ta.x for the war revenue measure of- 
fered by Mr. Morgan of Alabama was 
rejected by a party vote, 21 to 38. 
"Beginning at 8 o'clock this evening 
the flrst of a promised series ot night 
sessions was held to discuss 
the 
shipping bill. The entire session was 
devoted to a' continuous round of in- 
tellectual'pyrotechnics. From a spec- 
tacular point of view the session was 
interesting and the sharp colloquys 
and snappy speeches were hugely en- 
Joyed by those on the floor and by the 
large crowds in the galleries.

Hagerman and the 


Great Pecos Valley 


The Carlsbad,' N. II., Argus had some 
omarks in its last number regarding 
fa. 3. J. Hagerman that'will be of m- 
erest to a majority of people here. It 
s ' arierit his dropping out of the man- 
agement :of the Pecos Valley road which 
las been purchased by the Santa Fe. 
t Is preceded by a sketch of the early 
Ife of Mr. Hagerman, taken from the 
Colorado Springs .Gazette of late date. 
?he article from the Argus is as-follows: 
In February, 18S9, Mr. Hagerman had his 
attention flrst called to the Pecos Valley 
of New Mexico by B. W. Tanslll, then 
also a resident of Colorado Springs. Mr! 
Tanslll -was the heaviest stockholder of 
he original irrigation company, organ- 
zed by Charles W; Greene, and had 
lersonally Inspected the valley the pre- 
vious autumn, and was so favorably im- 
)ressed by the country's great posslblll- 
les, both climatic and as an Irrigation 
mterprlse, that he Immediately became 
ts most enthusiastic supporter and advo- 
cate. . • 


On .Mr. Tanslll's representations ro-ln- 
torced by Interviews with C. B. Eddy, C. 
W. Greene and others- Interested. In the 
scheme, Mr. Hagerman decided to investi- 
gate the matter for himself. In April or 
tfay of that same year, he made a. visit 
to the valley, and how he regarded the 
outlook Is conclusively shown by the head- 
ong energy with which he threw him- 
self into the development of the country's 
virgin resources. 
. 


Under.-the spur of Mr. Hagerman'st push 
and money the Irrigation works were hur- 
ried to completion In 1890, and the Fecos 
Valley railroad was built into the town 
of Eddy In February, 1801—Just two years 
ifter Mr. Hagerman's. notice was called 
:o . the valley's existence. Development 
work went, on steadily.and with .most 
flattering prospects for several years, and 
the place that had once been either a 
waste of sand or a tangle of mcsqultc or 
greasewood commenced to blossom into 
one of the fairest and most prosperous ir- 
rigation districts In America. 


But misfortune began to gather over 


the entire country and the financial panic 
caught this section at the most critical 
stage of Its development, and It was only 
by the most herculean efforts and unlim- 
ited faith of Mr. Hagerman that this great 
enterprise did not go to utter ruin. Dur- 
ing the dark days of 1833-96, the people of 
this section looked to Mr. Hagerman as 
their only means of financial salvation, 
and he responded nobly to their appeals. 
The utmost skill of one of the ablest pro- 
mpters the west ever possessed, re-lnforc- 
ed by the unstinted expenditure of his 
own private fortune and splendid credit, 
Js all that saved the Pecos Valley from 
almost'entire reversion to its primal des- 
ert- state. It was a back-breaking load 
for Mr. Hagerman, and anyone with a 
whit less of pluck and endurance would 
have broken down, under ihe strain. 
• But he stayed, with the. country—this 
was his chief Interest In life and Its suc- 
cess was.nearer to his hea.rt than his own 
private: interests.. Finding the load top 
heavy to bear alone-he decided to divide 
the burden of responsibility by abandon- 
ing the lower valley to the bond Jiolders 
of the Irrigation company represented by 
R. W. Tanslll; the Pe.cos Irrigation and 
Improvement company was. thrown into 
court and Mr. Tanslll appointed receiver 
of the property In July, 1888. Mr.iHag- 
erman'a fight against the financial der 
presslon was no passive, defensive affair. 
In 1895 he succeeded In raising money to 
extend the railroad from, Carlsbad to 
Hoswell, a financial feat that 1$ almost 
unparalleled In railway history. The Cal- 
iber of thejman la < excellently ahow.n by 
this plece-of. work. At a<time wlienAcaD- 
ttal was .afraid of any 
•ure than government 


money-to build seventy-six miles of new 
road—and only 189 miles were, built'dur- 
ing the year In the whole United States. 


With Mr. A. S. Goetz' aid, W. Hager- 
man also Induced the Milwaukee capital- 
ists to erect a beet sugar factory. In 
Carlsbad—another 
achievement,-.to i be 


proud of at such a time.

When prosperity commenced to smile, 
again all over the union, Kfr. Hagerman 
was one of' the flrst to take advantage 
of the returning confidence of capital. In 
1898 he. raised sufficient money to build 
the; extension of' the Pecos Valley.'and 
Northeastern railway from • Roswell to 
Amarlllo, there connecting with the\Santa 
Fe-syst'cm and the Fort Worth and Den- 
ver City road, turning .the'valley branch 
line into so Important a through line 
that the Atchlson people commenced ne- 
gotiations at even that early, date'to gain 
control of the road. However, It was not 
until some few weeks ago.that the Santa 
management at last secured control; 


buying out Mr. Hagerman's Interest In 
the Pecos system. It Is said that tbo 
purchasing road paid Mr. Hagerman a 
large price as the property Is very Import- 
ant and valuable to'the future plans of the 
Santa Fc, and that thereby he Is almost 
recouped for the'Immense outlay he has 
made In his different valley enterprises. 


Mr. Hagerman's; retirement from thft 
active management of the Fccos system 
does not mean any diminution of his in- 
terests in the Pecos Valley. This child 
of his own raising will still be his pet, 
and here In its broad bosom he will 
probably remain until death calls him. 
He 'will build a fine 'home on his Im- 
mense property at South Springs, and 
devote himself to the recreative business 
of raising pure-bred stock for the mar- 
ket. He needs rest arid deliverance from 
the hard toll of business, and will: here- 
after lead a far less active and strenuous 
life.
